Duﬂnf; the debate relative to the army, ou the
30th ultimo, in the French Corps Legislatif, M,
Thiers spoke as follows:—

I beg pardon of the chamber for intervening ina
Jdiscussion in which the Minlster of War has given
ample information, 1 do not come, therefore, Lo en-
lighten the subject, but to fullll the duty of a good
cﬂuen. I canpot be lmpeached by any one, for I
have always defended liberdes that I deemed neces-
gary; and recently, 1 did not fear to vote with
minority of 85 against a majority of 200, 1 know
how to perglst 1o my own opinlons; but I say to my
honorable friends of the oppositon that they
deceive themselves in this  matter, Certainly
the d faith of no one 8 guestioned, but 1
aojure you not to go astray on this grave matter,
You have done me the honor of recalling that 1 was
applauded sume years ago, but I was applauded
without belng heard. (Laughter.) We must submit
to \he conseguences of the faults we have commit-
ted, 1hear it constantly asked, “Why not explain
the policy of Europe?” But that policy 18 evident.
We wish for peace because war to-day would be
universal, entall frightiul calamitles, Guilty in
the eyes of clvillzation, of humanity, of Lhistery, and
of Piance would be thoss who would have tha (-

rodence to occaston It. But why is peace maln-
Eulned? It 18 because you are strong., (7'res bien !
trea bien )

I have always attentively observed the state of
Europe cs{\ectmly since the unfortunate events of
1804, Wel. when the Luxembourg question was
raised France wos not ln a position to make hersalf
respected, 1 did not always approve the measures
taken by Marshal Niel, but it must be acknowiedged

t he rendered great services to his country, and
that peace s due to bis armaments, If you desire
peace, remain strong,  (res bienl) 1t 18 asked, why
not glve the example of disarmamnent?
Here it 18 necessary to reflect, Refection (8
the base of the question. I hear it said unceas-
ingly “we are on & war foollng"” ‘That 18
Wrong ; we are not on a war-footing, aud if a Minis-
ter of War should speak of alsarmament [ would
say to him that he 18 lmprudent and ignorant,  Bug
we are told, alsarm and you witl be lmitated, Well!
when every one in Europe—I should say nearly
every one—desires ce, why have we no invita-
tions to disarm ? hy has that word prononocerd
three years sgo found no echo? Do you believe it
18 on account of ill-will or 1die mallee? Not at all,

It is believed that Prussia is on an extraordinary
war footing. It {8 no more true of her vhan of our-
gelves, But 1o account 18 taken of the past, For-
merly Prussia had 19,000,000 of men at her disposal,
How many has she to-day, with the treaties of alll-
ance, defensiye and offensive, binding on the South-
ern States? She has over 40,000,000,

Do not deny the changes caused by the events of
1866, In place of a federal Germany, organtzed for
peace, all-powerful for defense, powerless for
avtack, you have a formidable mlt]tary power, At
It8 head I8 a superior man, who 18 peacenable to-day,
and not disposed Lo disturb the world, but he has
40,000,000 men at his control.  In face of this force
we must have a new military organization. Tnere
ie patriotism on all the benches of this Chamber;
nug atriotlsm 18 not suficlent. To be decelved
in this matter would be worse than to want
patriotism. (Tres bien! tres bien!) 1 was in
Austrin when the war budget was under dlscus-
son., Why did Austria, with a courageous
and devoted army, meet with great reverses? It
was because imprudent redoctions in the budget
rendercd it impoesible for the Government to main-
ta n the military force of the country on an ample
basis, and prepare |t for emergencles, (It 18 trae.)
We must pot commit similar blunders. To the fauits
the Government has made In the past, et us not add
the faults of the oppositton. We will do 8o if we
disguise the necessities of the tmes, I we think
that it depends on us to cause other powers to dis.
arm, For Prassia to disarm, she should not only
reduce her own army, bat break up the North-
ern Confederation, and the treaty with Wur-
temburg, Davarla and other  States, The
Confederation and the treaties form her ar-
mament, and she wil not despoll herself of
them. Tospeak of disarmament 8 to oherish a
chimera. (Movement.) All the world {8 on a peace
mouqu but Prossia is doubly 8o, 1am for ge,
Lat to have peace we must remuin strong. { you
examine closely you will find that with the nine con-
tingents of the present law you can scarcely make a
suflicient army. I would prefer the law of 1831, with
seven contingents of 100,000 men, and I hope it will
e revived, but under the present clreamstances a
contingent of 90,000 is scarcely sufticlent. We must
rot eherish illnslons; 1t s on that account 1 adjure
every one to thiuk of the ‘Fra\rlby of the situation
and 1 beg you to do your duty as sound patriots and
Frenchmen, (n&plauu.)

THE RHODE ISLAND TRAGEDY,

Temporary Insanlty A Mother Drowns Her-
self nnd Two Uhlldren,

The Providence Journal of yesterday glves
the following in addition to the news already
recelved of the terrible affair in Rhode Island:—

Mra. Mary E. Smith, aged 33 years, wife of
Mr. Jeremiah SBmith, residing on their farm, one
mile north of 8locumville, in North Kingstown,
drowned her only daugher, Mary E., aged three
years, and her youngest son, Jeremiah E., aged
eleven weeks some time Friday night, by taking
them out of bed while asleéep, and throwing
them into & rain-water cistern containing water
four feet deep. She then jumped in hecself.
This terrible proceeding occeurred without
waking her husband, who occupied another bed
with her cldest son, of about five vears. Search

 was made Baturday morning by Mr, Smith aud

the nelghbors, and the mother and children were
found in the clstern, the babe only floating.

Mr. Smith states that he arose Saturday morn-
ing quite early, and found the back door un-
fastened and a light burning in the window, as
if to throw light outside. e opened the door
and called to his wife, and, receiving no answer,
looked around the premises somewhat, during
which he saw that the cover to the cistern cur

wag off and resting on the ground against tae |

curh, but, supFoslng he had neglected to replace
it after drawing water the night before, as he
had sometimes done, he thought nothing strange
of it, and put it in its place, casting, at the time,
a glance In the cistern, but it being then quite
dark, saw nothing, and In a few minutes
went to the beclroom, when he
the children gome. This startled him, and,
suspecting something wrong, he went to
a neighbor's, a Mr. Franklin, and inquired
if his wife and children had been there; and
receiving an answer in the negative, informed
Mr. Frauklin they were gone, and asked him to
join in the search. Mr. Franklin at once went
to Mr. Bmith's house, while Mr, S8mith went in
another direction to the house of his wife's
father. On being informed she was missing, her
father, Mr, George Northrop, came back to the
house with Mr. Smith, where they found Mr,
Franklin searching. On coming within speak-
ing distance, Mr. Northrop sang eut to Mr.
Franklin, “*Look in the cistern; I believe she is
in there.” Mr. Franklin did =o, and discovered
a portion of the babe's dress floating. Hooks
were procured, the babe taken out, and further
search discovered the bodies of the mother and
the older child.

The cistern was about twenty feet from the
back door, and contained about four feet of
water. The cnrb was some two feet high from
the ground, built of boards, with an opening of
about aisfhteeu inches square, and tapering to
about thirteen at the bottom, which was some
three feet from the water. From appearances,
Mra, 8mith bad undressed the children and put
them to bed as usual, hanging up their clothes
in their wonted positions, walted till both were
asleep, then taking off hershoes that she might
not disturb her husband, who was sleeping up
stairs with the elder boy, Bhad taken them
from the bed-room, throdgh the sitting-
room and kitchen, out of the back door
to the cistern, probably going twice, and then
jumped in herself. It would seem almost be-
yond belief that she could force herself through
go small an aperture as the lower part of the
¢istern curb, only thirteen Inches by about
fifteen, and that, too, without distarbing a trough
which extended ah inch or two into one end, or
wrenching the rotten and broken boards apart.
When found she was dressed, with the excep-
tion of shoes and stockings, and the sleeves to
ber drese were pinned up as when at work
about the house. Her arms, npear the elbows,
were bruised and scraped, caused, doubtless,
while forcing herself through the ecurb, but
otherwise there were no marks on the body.

Everything about the house was as usual
The bed bad not been tumbled, exeepting whera
the children had been laid for a short time. She
is #ald to have been of a very nervous disposi-
tion, and unable to bear trouble. The only cir-
cumstance that points to any premeditation in
the tragedy was the fact that three ropes, two
that were used to let butter into the well to keep
it cool, and a clothes line, were found on
Saturday, away from their ordinary posi-
tion, carefully concealed In the cham-
ber, which looks as though she might
have intended to commit the deed In another
way than was done. There are the usual hints
among. the nelghbors of difficulties between
Mrs, Smith and her husband, but nothing tan-

ble can be learned, and the probabilities are

ey are mere suppositions arising in the excite~
ment and horror at the deed, and the common
desire in such cases to give the cause. And
the fact that he and his wife occupled separate
apartments, which seems to be the ground of
these hints, is not very remarkable, when it is
remembered that there were three small chil-
dren 1o be taken care of during the night.

WHEELING IN DANGER.

A short time
Lefore this fire was dlscovered a couple of men
were heard In the alley near the stable talking
in low tones.

TERRIBLE RIOT.

| A Party of Ornngemen Attacked by Laborers—

Three of the Assallants Killed—Fenrful

Scenes—Intense Excltement, ete,

In accordance with the arrangements per-
fected at a meeting held in the Cooper Institute
yvesterday mornlng, about two thousand five
hundred men, women, aad children, members

| of the ““American Protestant Association,” bet-
| ter known as the Orange Bociety, marched up

Eighth avenue to Elm Park yesterday, there to
celebrate the aunniversary of the battle of the
Boyne, gained by King Willlam the Third over
the forces of James the Second. They proposed
10 wind . » their picnic by holding a grand ball
in the par. . How differently thelr celebration
terminated may be gathered by the following: —
THE PIRST THREATENING.

As the procession passed by Fourth street, its
participants in full Orange regalia, and the bands
playing the “Boyne Water,"” some two hundred
men of the lower clase of Irish laborers assem-

| bled and followed it, vowing vengeance on the
' Emcesslonlsw.

In the Foity-seventh Street
tation Housg an inquest was being held, and
though werd ot this threatening proceeding
waa given the oflicers in charge, no attempt was
made to restrain the mob following and threat-
ening the processionists.
THE FIRST ASSAULT.

About half-past 3 o'clock the combined gang
from down-town and Boulevarders assembled in
Ninetieth street and began ur.orminﬁ the Orange
party inside the park, and firing volleys of pistol
shots, which were promptly replied to from
ingide. No serious dﬂﬂ.iiﬁl' appears Lo have
arisen from this assanlt. A message was sent to
Captain Helme, who sent Sergeant John Kelly
with sixteen men to the scene of the riot. The
police officers drove the assallants of the Orange-
men away from Ninetieth street, and chased all
the stragglers off. The gang then broke into
two parties of about three hundred each.

THE FIGHT IN THE PARK.

The first of the parties went by Ninth avenue,
and broke in the fence of the park there near
Ninety-third street, and entering the park
began beating the Orangemen, women, and chil-
dren, with clubs, hand-staves, shovels, and every
clags of weapon, also using pistols. The fight
continued for fully half an hour, Both parties
went in with a vengeance. Small {rees were
torn up and converted into clubs, the hand-rails
of the park were made to answer the same pur-
pose, and every piece of old iron about the place
was made a deadl{ weapon. The fight was of
the most intense kind, bratal and ruffianly;
women and children were not spared.

THE SDCOND FIGHT.

The second party of the assallants went by
Eighth avenue, and intercepted a large party of
the Orangemen, who had retreated from the
wood. T h:f at once made an attack on them,
and for a half an hour the conflict in this place
was of a worse nature than in the park itself,
Ouly two policemen were near the scene, all
Captain elme’s force, with this ex-
ception, being in the park, and the two
men were utterly powerless before a com-
bined mob of five hundred men. There
were not 0 many clubs used here as in the
wood. The combatants wera&:rlnclpally armed
with pistols, which they used to great effect.
The #ight continued for nearly half an hour,
when the reinforcements telegraphed for by
Captain Richard Helme arrived. On the dis-
turbance being quelled, the body of James
Brady, aged 17, of Bixty-iifth street and Eighth
avenue, was found lying by the roadside. Brady
was one of the lu*saultinﬁ party. He was shot
with a pistol in the back of the head, and in
addglion bad his skull fractured by a blow of a
club.

ANOTHER BATTLE.

As many of the Orange party left Elm Park
on the first inception of the riot, a large Eropor-
tion of them escaped any injury or attack. But
those who left later without a police escort met
with a troublous reception at the junction of
Eighth avenue and Fi ?'-ninl.h street. There a
large mob of Irish lay in waiting and attacked
the street cars. The mob burst in the sides of
the cars, threw large boulders of rock at the
occupanis of the cars, and used clubs on their
craninme. This pleasant entertainment was
stopped by the police arriving on the scene.

THE DEAD.

On three low trestle beds in the basement of
the Thirty-first precinct lie the bodies of the
three men killed during the fight.

A STRUGGLE WITH A MAD DOG.,

A Dog-Untcher Risks his Lifo te Save Qthers.

On Wednesday last a rabld dog appeared on
Lesperance street, and, after biting several other
dogs and a cow, made several attempts to bite
pedestrians on (he street. Louis Strumberg, one
of the dog-catchers, hearing of It, and kuowling
the satreet to be full of children, several of
whom would probably have been bitten but for
him, took his wire noose and pursued the animal.
Coming up W him, he sneceeded in getting
the Joop over head, and a desperate struggle
ensned.

The dog (a large hound) at once endeavored
to fasten his foaming jaws upon Htrutnbgr z, who
for & time, with considerable dificaliy, held him
off with the wire. The noose, however, finally
broke before the other dog-catehers could come
up with and assist him, and the animal spring-
ing upon the man, caught his band in his mouth
and tore it in & shocking mauner, He then ran
down the street, with the foam dripping from
bis jaws, and, getting into the rank weeds
growing upon the flats near the river, was lost
to sight. He was found after o five hours' hunt,
and shot by one of the other men,

The wounds en Strumberg’'s hand were at
once cauterized, but the hand began to inflame,
and on Saturday he exhibited uomlstakable
symptoms of hydrophobla.

His friends, learniog that Dr. Schwmidt, of
Carondelet, was sald to bs possessed of a mad-
gtone, had him taken there, when the stone was
applied to the wounds. The stove certainly
drew from them a greenish fluid sald to be the
wolson, but whether the man’s life can be saved
Ly it remains to be seen, At last accounts he
was mpldlr growing worse. Strumberg dellbe-
rately perilled bis own life to save the lves of
others, and did it in & manuer that few would
bave attempted.—At. Louwis Democrat, July 11,
